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Greek, Turkish trcbps man battle stations 


ATHENS, Greece (U PI) - Greece 
asked the International Court of Justice 
today for a ruling on its dispute with 
Turkey over oil rights in the Aegean Sea. 
Premier Constantine Caramanlis met 
with military advisers to review the 
readiness of Greek armed forces. 
The move came as berth Greek and 
Turkish troops manned battle stations 
along their border in a growing war of 
nerves between the two NATO members. 
«(Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
speaking to newsmen in northern 
France, said today there was “ no legal 
basis” for Greece and Turkey to go to 
war over their Aegean Sea dispute.) 
(In Washington, a State Department 


spokesman said the United States was 
“ keeping a very plose eye on the 
situation” and urged both countries to 
show restraint.) 
Government spokesmen said the 
Greek petition was submitted to the 
court in The Hague by the Greek envoy 
to the Netherlands. 
He said Greece later would refer the 
Greek-Turkish crisis to the U.N. 
Security Council. 
Foreign Ministry sources said Foreign 
Minister Dimitrios Bitsios will fly to 
New York Wednesday to attend a U.N 
debate on the crisis arising from the 
current oil search in disputed Aegean 
Sea areas by Turkey’s Sismik-1 survey

No need for war: Kissinger 


LE HARAS DE PIENCOURT, France (U PI) - Secretory of State Henry Kissinger 
said today there was “ no legal basis” for Greece and Turkey to go to war over their 
Aegean Sea dispute and that the United States is in close contact with both govern­ 
ments. 
Kissinger emerged from the horse farm estate in Normandy where he was resting 
to chat with newsmen. Asked about the worsening Greek-Turkish dispute, Kissinger 
said, “ We are really practically in daily contact with both governments. 
“ We believe this dispute must be settled peacefully. There is no legal basis for 
military action. Actually, it is the responsibility of the Europeans as much as of the 
United States. 
“ We are taking no position on the legal aspects of this dispute,” Kissinger said. 


threatened peace in the area. 
Greece and Turkey were reported on 
war footing, but Turkey has asserted 
that there “ is no cause for alarm” and 
Greece has said it was opting for a 
diplomatic solution. 
Greece asked the court to delineate 
Greek and Turkish zones on the Aegean 
continental shelf and to issue an order 
asking Turkey to refrain from activity in 
disputed areas. 
Caramanlis met for more than two 
hours today with Greek military chiefs 
for what m ilitary sources called a 
review of the armed forces readiness. 
Soldiers and sailors kept watch along 
the River Evros, which marks the 
Greek-Turkish border, and across the 
narrow stretches of Aegean sea waters 


dividing Greek islands from mainland 
Turkey. 
The oil rights dispute between Greece 
and Turkey, both members of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organizaton, dates to 
1974. During that year, they nearly went 
to war over Cyprus, another bone of 
contention between them. 
The move to a war footing by both 
countries could endangeT NAj’O’s 
southeast flank. NATO sources in Brus­ 
sels said Monday the tension “ is a source 
of continuing concern to us.” 
In a protest note to Ankara Monday, 
Greece asked Turkey to refrain from 
provocative acts.

Pilots now see in the dark 
County gets nighttime helicopter

Los Padres National Forest has been 
chosen by the U.S. Forest Service as the 
home ground for a revolutionary 
development in battling forest fires — a 
night-flying, firefighting helicopter. 
The chopper, a Bell 212, has been 
stationed at the Rose Valley Helitock 
base about 20 miles north of Ojai since 
the middle of June. It is the pioneer air­ 
ship in a three-year project to apply 
military night vision systems to fire 
prevention and suppression. The U.S. 
Army developed the system for and used 
it in the Utter stages of the Vietnam 
conflict. 
The night-flying ability of the Bell 212 
relies on com plicated, expensive 
night-vision goggles worn by the pilots. 


The goggles amplify low light levels such 
as starlight or moonlight which enables 
the pilots actually to see their sur­ 
roundings in total darkness. 
To supplement existing light sources, 
the Bell 212 is equipped with an infrared 
light in its nose which illuminiates a 180- 
degree span in front of the airship. This 
produces enough illumination for the low 
light level goggles the pilots wear to 
allow the chopper to fly into darkened 
canyons or shadowed areas where there 
is insufficient moon or starlight. 
The science fiction type goggles worn 
by the pilots weigh almost two pounds 
and are operated by a tiny mercury bat­ 
tery. The first five pairs the Forest Ser­ 
vice bought cost $14,000 each, but refine­ 
ments and production improvments have 
lowered the price to around $7,000 or

$8,000, according to a Forest Service 
spokesman. 
Most pilots require about five hours of 
training with the goggles before they can 
understand the visual cues of the un­ 
familiar, all-green world they see in the 
40-degree view of the goggles. 
One of the major advantages of the 
night-flying chopper is that it can detect 
hot spots or smoldering coals through the 
goggles which otherwise might not be 
visible. These “ hot spots” which have 
the potential to re-ignite a blaze, may be 
completely concealed from a mop-up 
crew but because of heat given off, they 
glow at night when viewed through the 
goggles 
“ A cigarette viewed from 3,000 feet 
looks like a searchlight,” said Herbert 
Shields, project leader of the San Dimas 
Development Center which is managing 
the night flying project. 
The new addition to the Los Padres 
firefighting arsenal was recently sent 
on a reconnaissance mission to the 
Sequoia National Forest after a lightning 
storm started several small fires there. 
The helicopter detected four scattered 
spots in the forest still smoldering. 
Another major innovation is the craft’s 
ability to continue to combat a fire 
through the night with its 360 gallon 
water tank. This is especially effective 
because of the subdued conditions of 
most fires at night and also, it doesn’t 
allow a fire to regain strength during the 
darkened hours. 
“ There are some real advantages to 
night-flying operations,” said Jim Bates, 
fire management officer of the Los 
Padres forest. “ Fire intensity is lower at 
night due to cooler temperatures and 
higher humidities. Water and retardant 
drops are more effective from this

standpoint. This operation will result in 
some fires being picked up sooner at 
smaller sizes, resulting in lower costs. 
Also utilizing the helicpoter for recon­ 
naissance at night can help prepare for 
daytime air tanker operations.” 
“This is just one more tool we have as 
we move up into the scientific area of 
fire suppression,” said A1 West, Los 
Padres forest supervisor. 
“ It is dangerous.” West added, “ but 
the whole helicopter operation is very 
sensitive and that is why we are moving 
very slowly.” 
When dumping water or retardants at 
night, the basic technique used is one 
pilot removing his goggles and making 
the drop visually by the light from the 
fire. The second pilot leaves the goggles 
on and scans the dark areas for the tur­ 
nout after the drop. 
Forest Service spokesman Ed 
Waktapfel expalined that because of the 
extreme intensification of the light level 
by the goggles, the light from a fire 
becomes too bright to view with the 
goggles on. 
In addition to dropping retardants and 
reconnaissance, the Bell 212 also can 
ship men, equipment and supplies and 
perform search and rescue operations. 
Doug Campbell, Los Padres fire 
management officer, said 20 per cent of 
helicopter flying for the Forest Service 
last year was for search and rescue. 


After immediate fire control duties, it 
can be used to pattern nocturnal wildlife 
habits and a similar night-flying chopper 
was used in the early stages of the 
project to stifle nighttime Christmas 
tree poaching in National forests. 


The chopper is contracted from an 
Arizona helicopter company which also 
furnishes the three pilots stationed with 
the Bell 212. The Forest Service pays 
$100 an hour for the availabiility of the 
chopper and $500 an hour for day use and 
$600 an hour for night use. 


The Bell 212 was stationed at the Rose 
Valley Helitock base because of its prox­ 
imity to Southern California and a large 
amount of National Forest. According to 
Campbell, 50 per cent of fire problems of 
the U.S. Forest Service occur in 
Southern California. 


The helicopter is the second to be 
stationed at the Rose Valley base. It will 
be used prim arily at Los Padres 
National Forest which stretches along 
the California coastline for over 300 
miles from the Los Angeles County line 
to just south of Monterey

Hurricane Belle staggered out of 
metropolitan New York early today and 
stumbled across New England, stripped 
of her punch and status as a hurricane. 
Ninety-mile-an-hour winds and heavy 
rains swamped Long Island and crippled 
morning commuter transportation 
before the storm moved on to already 
waterlogged New England where it was 
downgraded to a tropical storm at 4 a.m. 
The storm cut off electricity in nearly 
a half million homes and residences, in­ 
cluding 278,000 on Long Island, more 
than 100,000 in Connecticut and 25,000 in 
and around New York City and suburban 
Westchester County, authorities said. 
Heavy rain across inland sections of Con­ 
necticut, Massachusetts and Vermont 
for three days prior to the storm set the 
stage for flooding. 
In Montpelier, Vt., a civil defense of­ 
ficial said a “ serious flood situation” ex­ 
isted near the Massachusetts border and 
dozens of persons were evacuated. 
The first hurricane of the season 
claimed its first victim when a falling 
tree struck a 19-year-old Long Island 
woman. Thousands of persons were 
evacuated from low lying areas. But, by 
early today, many had returned to beach 
spots to resume vacations interrupted by 
the storm. 
The 25-mile trip across western Long 
Island fractured the “ tight little storm” 
before it swept into Connecticut with 
maximum winds cut to 55 m.p.h. 
Hurricane warnings were discontinued. 
The storm had packed winds of 115 
m.pJi. as it pushed northward off the 
Atlantic Coast Monday. By the time it hit 
Long Island, winds were down to 90 
m.p.h. — still enough to sway the world’s 
second tallest buildings, the twin towers 
of the World Trade Center in New York 
City, where unlatched doors swung on 
their hinges. . 
Logan International Airport at Boston, 
New England’s busiest terminal, was 
open with the morning light, but officials 
reported cancellation of about 50 out­ 
bound flights because aircraft were 


locked in by bad weather elsewhere. 
On Cape Cod, over 2,500 persons 
returned to their homes from 23 evacua­ 
tion centers. Richard Madigan, of 
Arlington, N .J., and his family had just 
arrived at their hotel Monday when 
firemen told them to move out. 
“ I wouldn’t even mind if we had been 
here a couple of days,” said Mrs. 
Madigan. “ But we’d been driving all day 
for six hours and then to come here real­ 
ly is a miserable situation.” 
“ What kind of name is Belle,” groused 
Jim Balph, of Chappaqua, N.Y., another 
Cape Cod vacationer whose plans were 
soaked. 
The slight wiggle that carried Belle 
toward New York spared Rhode Island. 
“ We lucked out,” said Santo Amato, 
Rhode Island's civil defense director. 
“ We got a reprieve at the very last 
minute.” 
Connecticut officials ordered parts of 
15 major highways closed because of 
downed power lines. 
The Red Cross said more than 3,000 
persons were evacuated from coastal 
areas of Connecticut. In New Hamp­ 
shire, more than 10,000 tourists and year- 
round residents pulled back to higher 
ground from the craggy 18-mile New 
Hampshire coastline. Many were return­ 
ing to homes today. 
A 100-year-old tree along Boston’s 
majestic Commonwealth Avenue was 
felled by the wind. Store owners in 
metropolitan areas of Massachusetts 
criss-crossed plate glass windows with 
adhesive tape to prevent shattering, but 
the effort appeared unnecessary 
As New England reeled under heavy 
rain and strong winds, New York began 
the cleanup Tens of thousands of Long 
Island homes were without power. 
Eleven thousand persons were housed in 
emergency shelters in Nassau and Suf­ 
folk counties, the location of many 
wealthy bedroom communities. 
Police said Carol Mayer, of Franklin 
Square, N.Y., was killed and her compa­ 
nion injured when a tree fell on them 
while they walked in the storm. 
Rules Committee votes 
to bind GOP delegates 


KANSAS C IT Y ( U P I) - The 
Republicans’ temporary rules commit­ 
tee overwhelmingly adopted a rule to­ 
day to require delegates bound by state 
law to a specific candidate to respect 
that commitment. 
The voice vote in the rules committee 
was a setback for Ronald Reagan, whose 
campaigners wanted the old, nonspecific 
rule kept to give delegates more flex­ 
ibility. 
But Reagan lawyers said the deci­ 
sion had been expected in the committee 
dominated by President Ford backers, 
and he will take the fight to the GOP 
national committee and then to the con­ 
vention’s permanent rules committee. 
The key language of the new rule is: 
“ The vote of each state for the nomina­ 
tion for president shall be announced and 
recorded ... in accordance with *he 
results of any binding presidential 
primary or direct election of delegates 
bound or pledged to pursuant to state 
law.” 
Reagan backers said the new rule 
“ will not cost us or gain us one single 
delegate.” 
Earlier, Reagan’s campaign lawyer 


said the binding law is shaky, “ Catch- 
22,” and an insult to the convention. 
Loren A Smith, general counsel for 
the Citizens for Reagan Committee, 
made the charge to the second day of 
deliberations by the party's temporary 
rules committee. 
The committee was discussing how 
strong to make a rule concerning state 
laws and state party rules that bind some 
delegates to a specific candidate. 
The Republican National Committee 
and Ford backers supported a proposal 
they called the “ justice resolution.” 
But Smith said it could best be called 
the “ just-this rule.” 
The proposed change “ seeks to make 
party rules dependent on state laws that 
no longer control party rules,” Smith 
said, pointing to a Supreme Court deci­ 
sion he said means state delegate laws 
are not binding on the convention 
“ We are willing to listen to any 
reasonable approach, to endorse any rule 
change that does not provide an insult to 
the delegates,” Smith said. But he added 
the current rule is best left alone in its 
silence on the specific point of supposed­ 
ly bound delegations 
Goldwater says Proxmire 
deserves fleece' award 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., said today Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., should win 
his own Golden Fleece Award for “ soak­ 
ing the American taxpayer” with legal 
expenses from a libel suit. 
Goldwater referred to Senate passage 
Monday of a resolution paying Prox 
mire's legal expenses in a libel suit filed 
by Michigan scientist Roland Hut­ 
chinson who is making a federally 
financed study of why rats, monkeys and 
humans bite and clench their jaws. 
Proxmire makes monthly “ Golden 
Fleece” awards for projects he con­ 
siders the biggest waste or most ineffi­ 
cient expenditure of federal money, and 
Hutchinson filed a $6 million suit against 
Proxmire and an aide after, he “ won” 
one of the awards. 


In a statement to be placed in the 
Congressional Record, Goldwater said 
today the resolution, passed 56 to 20, 
qualifies Proxmire and other 
Democratic supporters of the award for 
“ the Golden Fleece of all Golden 
Fleeces.” 
Goldwater said the resolution “ paves 
the way for soaking the American tax­ 
payer for costs” arising out of libel suits 
against Proxmire 
The Arizona Republican said the tax­ 
payers have no control over the press 
releases issued by senators, “ nor do they 
have any voice In establishing what is 
sound judgment or sheer irrespon­ 
sibility. I believe it is arrogant and 
presumptuous for the Senate to assume 
the cost of litigation in a matter in which 
the Senate itself had no part.”

Sales show 13% rise 
here in 1st quarter 


Taxable retail sales in Lompoc for the first 
quarter of 1976 were up by more than IS per cent 
over the same three-month period in 1975, the 
State Board of Equalization reported today. 
Total sales in all of Lompoc's 526 outlets doing 
taxable business amounted to $14,798,000, an in­ 
crease of $1,740,000 over the $13,059,000 recorded 
a year ago. 
While the total represented a record for first 
quarter sales in the city, it was below the all- 
time record for sates in any quarter recorded in 
the fourth quarter of 1975, which was $16,601,000. 
Lompoc's figures followed a statewide trend 
toward increase, with total taxable sales in the 
first quarter of this year amounting to $18.6 
billion in California, an increase of 15.6 per cent. 
Santa Barbara County scored an even higher 
percentage of gain, recording first quarter sales 
totals of $206,356,000, 16 2 per cent greater than 
the first quarter of 1975 when sales amounted to 
$179,360,000. 


In Lompoc, the highest dollar gain was in 
building materials and farm supplies, where the 
1976 first quarter total was $712,000, up $213,000. 
Other categories and the changes from the 
first quarter In 1975 in Lompoc were as follows: 
Apparel stores, $467,000, up $9,000; general 
merchandise, $2,254,000, up $72,000; food stores, 
$1,221,000, up $12,000; packaged liquor, $511,000, 
up $32,000; eating and drinking places, 
$1,504,000. up $13,000; home furnishings and ap­ 
pliances, $1,042,000, up $21,000; auto dealers and 
supplies, $3,078,000, up $24,000; service stations, 
$1,446,000, up $15,000; other retail stores. 
$1,067,000, down $34,000; total all retail stores, 
$13,660,000, up $1,870,000; total all other outlets, 
$1,138,000. down $13,000; and total all outlets, 
$14,798,000, up $1,740,000 
Drug store sales in the first quarter 1976 
totaled $368,000 but no comparison was possible 
because figures were not recorded in the first 
quarter a year ago.

One man. according to San 
Luis Obispo County deputy 
sh eriff B ill P ap ich , was 
shooting arrow s and one 
narrowly missed a child. 
Sunday was a special day at 
Pirates Cove and in attendance 
were over 1,000 people who 
enjoy the beach better when 
they are not restricted by 
clothing. The people were most­ 
ly young men and women, but 
children and “ted«:” people 
were there to.. 
Up above, a sparse line of 
onlookers spread out along the 
c lif f 's led g e. Some had 


binoculars. 
“Come on down and join the 
party,” one bare chested girl 
yelled up. 
A young man in a very even 
tan laughed, "Come on down, 
you ain’t got nothing to hide.”

Ulster gangs renew violence 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (UPI) — Gangs of youths, some of 
them carrying guns, hijacked autos and trucks today to set up new 
barricades blocking streets in West Belfast. 
The renewed violence came after a brief lull during which police 
and workmen cleared away burned out wrecks of vehicles from 
rioting that flared Sunday and Monday. 
The vehicles seized today, many of them overturned and set 
afire, blocked streets in the mainly Roman Catholic Ander- 
sonstown and Ballymurphy districts of the city, including the 
Belfast end of the Ml motorway. 


Gas pipeline blast kills six 
CALHOUN, La. (UPI) — An underground gas pipeline, ruptured 
by a road grader, exploded Monday, killing six persons and injur­ 
ing another in a blast heard more than four miles away. 
The road grader was cutting a drainage ditch when it ripped 
through the pipeline. The blast dug a crater 10-feet deep and tossed 
the twisted grader aside like a broken toy. Flames charred a half- 
mile stretch of timber along the parish road.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - State officials have been ordered to 
shut down the Diamond Lane commuter project on the city’s 
busiest crosstown freeway by Friday because they never prepared 
an Environmental Impact Report on the controversial ex­ 
periment.

Senate ok s 
big defense 
money bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
With only minor cuts, the 
Senate has passed a $104 billion 
defense money bill that will 
undoubtedly be the highest in 
history, even after the House 
looks it over. 
After all, the House version 
was $106.4 billion. 
The Pentagon lost less than $4 
billion from the am ount 
requested, but it may not be 
satisfied. Defense Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld has said he 
will return to Congress to seek 
more funds to make up for 
those cuts. 
The defense budget for fiscal 
1976 was $90.5 billion. 
The Senate passed the meas­ 
ure 82-6 Monday, but side­ 
stepped the most controversial 
defense issue in the budget: 
what to do about the B1 
bomber. 
The House bill requires a go 
or no-go decision on the manned 
bomber before the end of the 
year. The Senate’s version ap­ 
proves $948 million for the Bl, 
but prohibits any of the money 
from being spent until Feb. 1, 
1977, when the next administra­ 
tion will be in office. 
Opponents of the Bl were en­ 
couraged by the Senate vote, 
which did not try to restore 
funds for the plane this year. 
Sen. John Culver, D-Iowa, 
called it “confirmation of the 
growing sentiment to put off 
spending money on the Bl until 
a new administration takes of­ 
fice.” 
Funds for the Bl may be 
restored in the House-Senate 
conference to work out dif­ 
ferent language. 
In the final six-hour debate 
before passage. Senate backers 
emphasized Soviet buildups in 
naval and artillery forces. 
After hearing evidence that 
the Soviets had increased their 
artillery forces in central 
Europe by 56 per cent, the 
Senate rejected, 60-15, an 
amendment that would have cut 
out a conventional warhead ver­ 
sion of the Lance surface-to- 
surface missile. 
Another amendment, to delay 
$350 million in long-lead time 
parts for the fourth in the 
Nimitz series of nuclear super 
carriers, was turned back, 50- 
35. Opponents of the amend­ 
ment cited recent Soviet naval 
increases^ 
Another amendment, which 
would have added $3 million for 
the reh ab ilitatio n of the 
hospital ship “Sanctuary.” was 
rejected, 47-41. 
Battle rages 
in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Rival militias battled across 
the Beirut area in heavy 
fighting today for control of 
suburbs, the downtown com­ 
mercial sector and a strategic 
intersection controlling a road 
leading to Beirut airport. 
Fighting also spread again 
into the mountains north and 
southeast of the city where 
Christian forces were driving to 
dean out pockets of Palestini­ 
ans and leftists. 
Both right-wing and left-wing 
sources estimated casualties in 
the capital and the mountain 
area during the past 24 hours at 
about 80 dead and ISO wounded.

Court blocks FPC 
gas price hike 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal appeals court believes 
it is “Imperative” that refunds 
be made if any federally ap­ 
proved increases in natural gas 
rates are later rescinded. 
The three-judge U.S. Court of 
Appeals Monday unanimously 
blocked the big rate increases 
awarded gas producers by the 
Federal Power Commission, is­ 
suing a limited injunction 
against the plan, which would 
have nearly tripled the current 
charges for gas at the wellhead 
and cost consumers an estimat­ 
ed $1.5 billion the first year. 
In its opinion, the appeals 
panel held that gas producers 
could file new rates before the 
FPC reaches a final determina­ 
tion on the matter, but blocked 
any actual increases unless 
provisions are made for possi­ 
ble refunds. 
“There is an imperative need 
for a refund obligation as to the 
producer charges for the period 
between July 17 and the com­ 
mission’s final action on ap­ 
plications for rehearing,” the 
appeals court said. 
“This is the largest increase 
ever authorized by the commis- 


sion, involving $190 million ... 
just for the period when the 
commission is not subject to 
direct judicial review.” 
The judges heard arguments 
on the matter last Thursday 
after a two-judge federal court 
temporarily blocked the in­ 
crease and the FPC appealed. 
The judges said they realized 
there is a demand to increase 
production, as the FPC sought 
to do through its rate increase 
authorization, and for this 
reason they allowed the deci­ 
sion to remain In effect if re­ 
funds are provided for. 
Under the new rules, laid 
down by the FPC on July 27, the 
price of natural gas in produc­ 
tion between Jan. 1, 1973, and 
the end of 1974 for interstate 
use could rise from the current 
52 cents to $1.01, and gas under 
production after Jan. 1, 1975, 
could increase to $1.42. 
The commission estimated 
the cost to the consumer would 
increase by $1.5 billion under 
the new rates. Consumer, union 
and utility groups, which 
brought the court challenge, es­ 
timated the figure would run as 
high as $2.2 billion per year. 
Harrises could get 
25-year sentences 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
members William and Emily 
Harris, found guilty of two 
counts of kidnaping during an 
SLA crime spree with Patricia 
Hearst. could receive 25 years 
in prison and they still face trial 
for abducting Miss Hearst. 
The jurors, who returned the 
verdict Monday, were ordered 
back to court today to be 
questioned by the judge on 
defense charges of prejudice 
The Harrises, college sweet­ 
hearts in Indiana drawn into the 
radical movement In the San 
Francisco Bay area, took the 
verdict with no show of emo­ 
tion They slouched to their 
chairs behind a bulletproof 
glass barrier dividing the 
special “high security” cour­ 
troom. 
Defense lawyer Leonard 
Weinglass accused Judge Mark 
Brandler of prejudice, saying 
he was sure the verdicts would 
be overturned on appeal. “1 
don’t think these verdicts will 
stand up in any court in the 
land,” Weinglass said. 
The jury, ending a three week 
trial and a marathon nine days 
of deliberations, found the 
Harrises guilty of stealing two 
cars dining a wild flight across 
the city. But the most serious 
verdicts found them guilty of 
kidnaping teen-ager Thomas 
Mathews at gunpoint and the 


kidnaping of Frank Sutter, tak­ 
ing his car and $250. 
Miss Hearst faces trial begin­ 
ning Jan. 10 on the same 
charges of kidnap, robbery and 
assault brought against the 
Harrises. 
They stem from a 22-hour 
spree to May, 1974 that began 
with Miss Hearst spraying a 
sporting goods store with 
automatic carbine fire to free 
Harris from a guard, leading to 
the virtual extinction of the 
SLA’s hard core the next day. 
Police, alerted that the SLA 
was to Los Angeles, discovered 
and surrounded the band’s 
hideout: Six “urban guerrillas’’ 
— including their leader, 
‘Cinque’ — were killed either by 
K 
bullets or the fire that 
the house. 
The jury found the Harrises 
innocent on six charges of as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon in 
the store shooting — accepting 
the Harris defense that threw 
the blame on Miss Hearst, 
stressing that she was the only 
<me to Are any shots. 
At her federal bank robbery 
trial to San Francisco Miss 
Hearst said she opened Are as 
“a reflex action.” 
The verdict came about 20 
minutes after Brandler denied 
the defense’s motion for a mis­ 
trial on grounds of multiple in­ 
cidents of irregular conduct by 
jurors and prospective jurors.

Former Texas Gov. John 
Connally, Sens. Charles Percy 
of Illinois and Lowell P. 
Weicker of Connecticut, all 
made it clear today they are on 
President Ford’s list of pros­ 
pective running mates. 
Although Ford wanted all his 
vice presidential prospects to 
keep their identities secret, the 
list of those who have publicly 
acknowledged being contacted 
by the President’s campaign 
staff continued growing. 
Even before Weicker person­ 
ally got the news, his press 
secretary confirmed to report­ 
ers th at Ford aides had 
requested information about 
the se n ato r’s health and 
finances. 
Aide Doug Cutler said a Ford 
adviser confirmed Weicker, 
who gained prominence during 
Senate Watergate hearings, 
was “on the list.” He said 
Weicker had not yet been told 
this morning, since he was 
addressing a group of congres­ 
sional interns this morning. 
Percy got a telephone call 
Monday afternoon that he was 
under consideration. He also 
received a questionnaire on his 
personal and financial back­ 
ground and promptly began 
compiling the requested data, a 
spokesman said. 
“Oh, sure,” Connally replied, 
when asked this morning if he 
had received one of the 
questionnaires Ford sent out to 
more than a dozen possible run­ 
ning mates. 
He laughed when told his 
name has cropped up recently 
in connection with another pos­ 
sible position — campaign 
manager for Ford after the 
Republican National Conven­ 
tion to Kansas City. 
“I’m getting nominated for 
more jobs,” he said in an inter­ 
view. 
Asked if he would take the 
campaign leadership, he re­ 
plied: “I don’t know. I seriously 
doubt it.” 
Ford is being persuaded in 
some quarters of the GOP not 
to name Connally as his running 
m ate. Republican Reps. 
Thomas Rails back of Illinois 
and William S. Cohen of Maine 
have urged the President to 
study Watergate records before 
considering Connally. On the 
o th er hand, the fo rm er 
Treasury secretary is popular 
with many GOP delegates from 
the South and Southwest. 
Connally, in Washington 
Tuesday to tape an appearance 
on NBC-TV’s “Meet the Press” 
program this weekend, said he 
planned to return to Houston 
without stopping in to see the 
President. He plans to arrive in 
Kansas City Sunday, the day 
both Ford and Ronald Reagan 
plan to reach the convention 
city. 
Ranald Reagan’s campaign 
strategists failed in an effort 
Monday to force Ford to name 
his vice presidential choice to 
advance. Reagan has been pres­ 
sing Ford to do so since the 
former California governor an­ 
nounced his controversial inten­ 
tion to select Sen Richard S. 
Schweiker as his running mate 
if nominated. 
President Ford wants to have 
all suggestions in hand by 
Wednesday from national 
Republican officials on whom 
to pick as a running mate. 
Press Secretary Ron Nesaen 
says his aides have contacted 
more than 12 possible choices 
They are known to include 


Commerce Secretary Elliot 
Richardson, Missouri Gov. 
Christopher Bond, Iowa Gov. 
Robert D. Ray and Sen. Howard 
Baker of Tennessee. 
Sens. Edward Brooke of Mas­ 
sachusetts and William Brock 
of Tennessee, both supposedly 
on the President’s list, said 
Monday they were not in­ 
terested in the vice presidency. 
Both men said they were go- 


ing to concentrate instead on 
seeking, re-election to the 
Senate — Brock this year and 
Brooke in 1978. 
Brock said Baker was the 
best possible choice.

Simon warns GOP 
on flaw in image 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon warned today the Repub­ 
lican Party faces possible ex­ 
tinction because of Watergate, 
domestic failures and an image 
as a “barely disguised front for 
big corporations, bankers and 
the Chamber of Commerce.” 
Simon drew an unusually 
harsh portrait of the party in a 
speech to the 1978 Republican 
platform committee. Saving 
the party, he said, “will require 
more than an attractive can­ 
didate.” 


“It will require a common 
sense appeal to the American 
voters — a platform that is a 
genuine contract with the peo­ 
ple and a commitment to more 
than vague good intentions” he 
said. 
His plea came as Ronald 
Reagan’s forces continued to 
pressure President Ford into 
disclosing his choice of a runn­ 
ing mate before the GOP 
National Convention opens 
Monday. 
Simon charged that both 
Republicans and Democrats 
have failed in the past to come 
up with good, realistic plat­ 
form s. He said the 1976 
Democratic platform would 
add another $200 billion to the 
govenment’s annual budget — 
or nearly $1,000 for every 
American. 
Instead of developing a strong 
program of its own, be said, the 
Republicans usually wind up 
“trying to do a little less, a lit­ 
tle later than the Democrats.” 
Simon also lamented that the 
Republicans are embroiled to a 
dow n-to-the-w ire 
b a ttle 
between Ford and Reagan 
while the Dem ocrats are 
preparing their “most unified” 
presidential effort since the 
days of Franklin Roosevelt. 
He suggested Democrats now 
outnumber Republicans 1-to-i 
because the GOP “stands for 
very little indeed.” 
“Too many voters see the 
GOP not as 
narrow, vested 
ly disguised from the big 
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corporations, bankers and the 
Chamber of Commerce,” he 
said "Unfortunately this mis­ 
conception is as potent as it is 
false” 
“Even our traditional base 
constituency of skilled workers, 
farmers, white collar workers 
and business and professional 
people — the expanded middle 
class that covers such a Inroad 
social and economic share of 
our population — has been 
severely shaken by Watergate 
and our failure to fully match 
our domestic policy to our 
political rhetoric during eight 
years in the White Home.”

“ However, if a parent files a 
written request to restrict from 
leaving campus, it shall be the 
policy of the school to schedule 
the student into a supervised 
study period and also to make 
provisions for restricted stu­ 
dents to obtain parental permis­ 
sion to have open campus' 
privileges during the time as­ 
signed for lunch. 
“It shall be the policy of the 
Santa Ynez Valley High School 
to permit only juniors and 
seniors to leave campus during 
the school day at those times 
that the student does not have 
scheduled classes on campus 
starting with the school year 
1977-76.” 
Silva noted that it will be the 
policy of the school to permit 
all students to have open 
campus during the period as­ 
signed for lunch 
He said said “ it shall be the 
policy of the school to withdraw 
the off campus privileges of any 
student who abuses the 
privileges by cutting classes, 
being late to classes, or in any 
way causing any praMems ta 
the community while off 
campus. This withdrawal of 
privileges shall be for a 
minimum of nine weeks. 
Abuses at the end of the spring 
quarter will carry over to the 
fall term.” 
The principal also said “ if a 
parent or guardian files a writ­ 
ten request in the attendance 
office for the school to restrict 
a student from leaving campus 
during the times not scheduled 
for classes, it will be the policy 
of the school to schedule the 
student into a supervised study 
period.”

No-hits Dodgers 
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Victory is sweet for 


PITTSBURGH (U P I) - It was “ Candy Night” 
for some 15,000 fans at Three Rivers Stadium Mon­ 
day night and while they munched on their 
chocolate treats, the man for whom the promotion 
was named treated them and a national television 
audience to the fulfillment of his boyhood dream. 
The usual smoke wasn’t on his fastball but it 
didn’t stop Pittsburgh’s John “ Candy Man” 
Candela:!*. He went to his sinker and came away 
with the third no-hitter of the 1976 baseball season, 
handcuffing the Los Angeles Dodgers 2-0 and 
sending them to their sixth straight defeat. 
“ Now I’m gonna drink beer all night and I don’t 
think anyone can blame me,” said the happy 
Candelaria. “ This is something I dreamed about 
since I was a little boy. It’s something every kid 
dreams about. It’s the fulfillment of a lifetim e 
dream.’’ 
Not since Nick Maddox no-hitted Brooklyn in Pit­ 
tsburgh’s old Exposition Park in 1907 had a Pirate- 
pitched a no-hitter in this city. 
And Monday night, even though the 22-year-old 
Candelaria “ knew from the first inning” he had one 
in the works, a ninth-inning pop fly by the Dodgers’ 
Bill Russell—the final out—kept him uncertain of 
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gaining that fame. 
“ I thought Russell’s fly was gonna fall in at 
first,” said the 6-foot-7 left-hander in the jubilant 
Pirates’ dressing room* “ I thought to myself, ‘what 
a way to lose it.’” 
But center fielder A1 Oliver raced in to grab the 
ball onehanded, brushing against shortstop Frank 
Taveras and insuring Candalaria’s no-hitter. 
“ There was no way I was going to miss it,” said 
Oliver. “ I had a good jump on the ball and I saw it 
all the way. And I just couldn’t wait to get to Candy 
after I got it.” 


Oliver made a formal presentation of the ball to 
Candelaria in the midst of the clubhouse celebra­ 
tion after the players laid towels with candy bars on 
them from the door of the clubhouse to the hurler’s 
locker. 


The last no-hitter by a Pirate was pitched by 
Dock Ellis at San Diego, June 12, 1970. Larry 
Dierker of Houston had the National League’s other 
no-hitter this year and John “ Blue Moon’\Odom 
and Francisco Barrios combined for a Chicago 
White Sox nohitter in the American League. 
Despite the roar of the crowd that rocked the 


stadium, Candelaria felt like his old self until two 
out in the ninth inning. 
“ I didn’t feel any different,” he said. “ I knew 1 
had it from the first inning. Doesn’t every pitcher 
know it? My back hurts now but it always does after 
I pitch.” 
But when only Russell stood between him 
and his masterpiece, he admitted “ my legs started 
shaking like crazy.” 
Candelaria, now 11-4, retired the last 18 batters 
he faced and then described the only other ball that 
was close to ruining his bid. 
“ It was (Ted) Sizemore’s line drive to Taveras in 
the sixth inning,” he said. “ A foot either way and 
it’s a base hit.

Cesar Cedeno hit for the “ cycle” — pounding a 
single, double, triple and his 16th homer — scored 
four runs and drove in five, to lead Houston’s romp 
past St. Louis. Rookie Dan Larson, 2-3, went all the 
way to beat Bob Forech, 5-7.

The N L’s leading pinch-hitter, Jose Morales, 
singled home the winning run with two out in the

He beaned mom 
on way to fame 


COOPERSTOWN, N Y. (U P I) - Bob Lemon, a cool 
professional with pinpoint control during his brilliant 
pitching career, had a confession to make Monday when he 
and five other baseball immortals were inducted into the 
Hall of Fame. 
He claimed he is the only pitcher who ever “ beaned” his 
mother. 
Displaying a combination of pride and wit, Lemon ex­ 
plained how as a youngster he asked his mother to act as a 
batter while he threw a newly developed curve ball to his 
father. 
“ I threw a hanging curve and it wasn’t the last one I ever 
threw,” said Lemon as the audience attending the induction 
ceremonies laughed. “ Early Wynn always said he would 
stick one in his mother’s ear to prevent a base hit. But I’m 
the only one who ever did stick one in my mother’s ear. 
“ What happened was that I hit my mother while pitching 
to my father. 
“ I had my bad days on the field,” he added. “ But I didn’t 
take them home with me. I left them in a bar along the way 
home.” 
Lemon, who won 207 games during an 11-year career with 
the Cleveland Indians formally was inducted along with 
Robin Roberts, a 286-game winner during his career. 
Also entering the Hall of Fame with Lemon and Roberts, 
who spent most of his career with the Philadelphia Phillies, 
were Fred Lindatrom, a star infielder for the New York 
Giants in the 1929s; former American League umpire Cal 
Hubbard; the late Roger Connor, the game’s first home run 
king, and the late Oscar Charleston, who played his entire 
career in the old Negro leagues 
Lemon, 56, used an old saying which he said expressed his 
feelings best about his election to the Hall 
“ I ’ve run with the elephants, I’ve heard the owl and I’ve 
flown with the screaming eagles,” he said. “ I told my wife 
last night that after this it's all downhill for me but, of 
course, she knew that years ago.” 
Roberts, who yielded a record 502 homers during his 
career, nodded toward the other Hall of Famers and said, 
“ When I was elected I wondered if I really belonged. After 
looking at these beat-up guys, I know 1 belong.” 
Lindstrom, 70, described his election as “ the handiwork 
of the Supreme Being and the greatest thing that ever hap­ 
pened to me,” while Hubbard, 75, the first man ever elected 
to both the Baseball and Football Halls of Fame, said he was 
“ very proud, very humble and very happy.” 
Connor’s plaque was accepted by his grandson, Francis 
Caldwell, who said it was “ a great honor to receive this 
plaque on behalf of the Caldwell fam ily,” while Charleston’s 
plaque was accepted by his sister, Mrs. Katherine Horsley.

Russia thinks big 


RADNOR, Pa. (U P I) - The Soviet Union 
wants $210 million from CBS-TV for televi­ 
sion rights to the 1980 Sommer Olympic 
Games in Moscow, a cording to TV Guide 
magazine.

The former wife of singer Andy 
Williams pleaded innocent to charges of 
felony manslaughter in the slaying. 


A district judge agreed last month to sup­ 
press the French-born singer’s diary in addi­ 
tion to blood and urine tests done on Miss 
Longet the night of the murder. District At­ 
torney Frank Tucker appealed the ruling 
last week.

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Unlikely place 
for tennis spa 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 
BAKERSFIELD, Calif. - (NEA) - 
First, it was the golf course as the alluring 
arm of real estate development. Then it was 
the ski area to stimulate the hodgepodge of 
condominiums, chalets and ersatz Alpine 
lodges that overnight meant little cities in 
sylvan settings. Now it is tennis, that new 
chic, trendy avocation of leisure-thirsty 
America, which is being used to promote 
big money growth. 
When you want to make things happen in a 
barren area, build a tennis complex. At 
least, that’s what George Nickel has done. 
Bakersfield? Tennis? You got to be kidding. 
Here, 15 miles east of the pumping oil 
wells that penetrate even Into the city, a 
vista of 15 spic and span green tennis courts, 
abetted by modern lodges and other signs of 
vigorous civilization, suddenly protrudes 
from a brown gulch surrounded by bare 
knolls. 
It’s unbearably hot in the summer, but 
who cares? 
This is the Rio Bravo Tennis Ranch, 
George Nickel’s contribution to progress. 
Nickel is a rancher, California breed; Rio 
Bravo Ranch is all his — 16,000 acres of it. 
His total farm holdings encompass 50,000 
acres in five different counties in the 
southern reaches of the fertile San Joaquin 
Valley. He patrols them with his own plane. 
His ranch managers have helicopters. 
He is tall and lean, except where his 
stomach juts out slightly. His hair is short, 
almost a burr-cut. He reminds me of Bum 
Phillips, the folksy football coach with the 
Houston Oilers. But George isn’t your usual 
man of the land with hob-nailed boots and 
dusty jeans He is a converted city slicker, 
born and raised in San Francisco and 
educated in history at the University of 
California in Berkeley (Gregory Peck was a 
classmate). 
George realized the value of land and 
what grows on it. He got that, as well as a 
sizable chunk of real estate from his great­ 
grandfather, Henry Miller Henry came 
over from Brackenheim Germany, in the 
gold rush days as a butcher, decided to raise 
his own beef and eventually accumulated a 
million acres of land in the west. Henry was 
a smart old bird He read, so the story goes, 
that any California land under water could 
be claimed So he filled a wagon full of 
water and drove it all over central Califor­ 
nia — if you believe the story 
With his inheritance, George moved to 
Bakersfield to grow cotton, citrus fruits, al­ 
monds. cattle and whatever else sells He 
bought the Rio Bravo spread about a dozen 
years ago Through it flows the Kern River, 
once known as the Rio Bravo. Merle 


Haggard, the country western singer, is his 
neighbor, on a bluff of the river where it 
spills out of the canyons at the southern end 
of the Sierra Nevada range. 
Get 100 feet away 
from the river, 
however, and the land is parched and 
gravelly and lies ash-brown under a blazing 
sun which sends temperatures in mid­ 
summer past the 100-degree mark. 
George is determined to make it all 
green, and to call attention to his project. 
He borrowed a slow-drip irrigation method 
developed in Israel and has planted orange 
groves and table grapes. He points to a 
plateau across the river and says an almond 
grove will go in there. Pistachio nuts, too. 
But the focal point of his efforts is the Rio 
Bravo Tennis Ranch. Which shows you what 
a couple of million dollars can do. George’s 
interest in a tennis complex was stimulated 
by Dennis Ralston, a Bakersfield native, a 
Wimbledon finalist and former captain of 
the U.S. Davis Cup team. Together they 
plotted the tennis facility (Dennis has since 
dropped out of the picture). The 15 courts 
are joined by a lodge complex, an Olympic­ 
sized pool and three outdoor Jacuzzis. 
Now George is not only a rancher but a 
hotelier and a restaurateur. The dining 
room overlooking the courts features coq au 
vin and veal oscar on the menu — the girl 
reading the menu board can’t pronounce 
coq au vin — and is presided over with 
Gallic charm by Michelle, a transplanted 
Frenchwoman all the way from Nancy, 
France. 
But that’s just a start toward the good 
life. On the blueprints are 200 condominium 
units Groundbreaking starts imminently on 
67 adjoining single dwelling lots. And 
George In his battered ranch car drives you 
over rutted paths to other majestic home 
sites on nearby ridges which hover over the 
countryside. 
Next door is a well-tended 18-hole county 
golf course. Next to it is Lake Ming, 
diverted from the Kern River and then 
channeled back into it, a public facility for 
boating and water skiing. Down the rapids 
of the river upstream have already gone 
pleasure rafting expeditions By next fall, 
Nickel hopes to put in a couple of polo fields. 
An equestrian ring has already been laid 
out His social friends are urging him to lay 
out a steeplechase'course so they can ride to 
the hounds. 
All this exists in Bakersfield, the home of 
Buck Owens and his Buckaroos It’s Cow- 
town. Californ-eye-ay. with the oil wells 
thrown in. A year-round sophisticated 
resort seems anomalous. 
But George Nickel doesn’t think so.

I’m not get­ 
ting close enough to the hole 
and that’s causing some of the 
problems with my putting.” 


Palmer, who failed to qualify 
for the PGA for the first time in 
nearly two decades but was ex­ 
tended a special invitation, 
likes the 7,063-yard, par-70 
Congressional layout 
“It’s going to require a lot of 
good shots,” he said.

Somehow I had received the impres­ 
sion a few years ago that the United 
States space program was going to slow 
down somewhat following the successful 
lunar landing operations. 
Now. however, buoyed by the succes­ 
sful robot landing on Mars, there is 
speculation that we may turn our atten­ 
tion toward sending 
manned spacecraft to 
such distant planets.

withstand the rigors of 
space travel. Aft«* all, 
no one has yet proved

Hie pictures being 
sent back showed the technicians in the 
control center at Pasadena where a pin 
had fallen on the ground and they could 
make the adjustment so the 10-foot-long 
scoop would work as planned. 
Yes, 213,000,000 miles away. Think of 
that, if you’re like me quite un­ 
mechanical, trying to put a screw in a 
storm door or repair an unruly light fix­ 
ture. 
A long time ago — it seems several 
aeons — Sherman Adams in the 
Eisenhower administration derided the 
idea of taking part in an outer space 
basketball game. 
That was in 1957 when the world was 
thunderstruck by the first Sputnik the 
Soviets sent into orbit around the earth. 
The United States was caught unawares 
by this Russian first which exceeded in 
weight and orbital capacity a projected 
American satellite. 
Whether there is life on Mars is irrele­ 
vant. The science fiction myth of those 
little people with green heads and long 
antennae will be dispelled. That Yiking 
can analyze the Martian atmosphere and 
the Martian soil to determine whether 
life, of however low an order, exists or 
could ever have existed is the miracle. 
Viking II is due to land on September 7. 
A more difficult and rocky terrain has 
been selected for exploration with the 
hope that a soft landing will be as succes­ 
sful as with the first Viking. 
The cost of Vikings I and II is small 
compared to that of the moon walk. It 
comes out to an almost even $1 billion. 
This covers construction, launching and 
the analyses at Pasadena. Just by way of 
comparison the cost of a B-l bomber is 
$87 million end the overall program is es­ 
timated at $22 billion. 
The cost of a single Trident submarine

is more than $1.5 billion, with an overall 
cost of $18.5 billion for the entire 
program. Trident, the most expensive 
weapon in the American arsenal, may be 
nudged out by the newest aircraft 
carrier which is likely to come in at $2 
billion plus without planes. 
. But money is hardly a measure of the 
science and technology, the dedicated ef­ 
fort of so many individuals, that went 
into the achievement of the Vikings. It is 
part of the genius of America that, for all 
the follies and mishaps of the past, is 
reason for pride on this 200th anniver­ 
sary of nationhood. 
If the troubles that plague Planet 
Earth can be contained, Viking I is proof 
that there are no limits to the dis­ 
coveries that lie ahead. Of course there 
is life, and perhaps advanced life, on 
planets in the outer reaches of space still 
beyond the resources of earthlings. We 
are not aldne. The performance of Viking 
and the potential for the future are one 


reason this is a thrilling moment in 
man’s troubled history. 
The troubles here on planet earth are 
certainly grave. The blind instinct of 
homo sapiens for the reckless destruc­ 
tion of his environment is a principal 
source of trouble. (Imagine if there were 
sentient beings on Mars or a nearby 
planet and they had sent their own Vik­ 
ing for a soft landing on, say, one of the 
industrial wastelands near New York 
City; the report on atmosphere and soil 
pollution would be devastating). And the 
same science and technology that sent 
Viking to Mars has created a means of 
instant button-pushing destruction of all 
that is most treasured and possibly, of 
human life itself. 
While no one would give odds for the 
survival of Planet Earth for the next 
hundred years, today we can stand up 
and cheer for a superb triumph. It is 
proof that this science and technology 
put to peaceful use knows no bounds. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Plumbers uncover leaks 


WASHINGTON - Ex-President 
Richard Nixon’s infamous plumbers, so 
named because of their efforts to plug 
White House news leaks, wound up their 
nefarious works with an investigation of 
congressional leaks. 
Their purpose was to embarrass Nix­ 
on’s detractors by portraying them as 
s e c u r i t y 
r i s k s . 
Instead, the plumbers 
found Washington so 
porous that they 
couldn’t sort out all of 
the leaks. It was ‘‘dif­ 
ficult to p ro v e ,” 
reported one of their 
investigators, that any 
given “ leak came 
from the Hill." 
The 
p l u m b e r s ’ 
secret findings have a 
special 
significance 
today in light of all the 
excitement on Capitol Hill over leaks. 
The House Ethics Committee, suddenly 
more concerned about leaks than ethics, 
has invested $150,000 to find out who 
leaked a House report to CBS newsman 
Dan Schorr. 
Earlier, the committee stopped short 
of condemning Rep. Michael Harrington, 
D-Mass., for an alleged leak. And now 
the Justice Department is investigating 
Rep. Robert Leggett, D-Calif., for 
allegedly leaking classified information 
to the South Koreans. 
All this has got investigators chasing 
in dizzying circles. For Washington is a 
Yellowstone of leaks, bubbling here, 
spouting there, spraying out suppressed 
information. 
The White House plumbers discovered 
three years ago that government infor­ 
mation channels would spring leaks 
faster than anyone could plug them. The 
plumbers started out to investigate the 
leaks on Capitol Hill. Chief plumber 
David Young sought the help of the Pen­ 
tagon. He contacted Fred Buzhardt, then 
the Defense Department’s general 
counsel, who assigned Pentagon in­ 
vestigator W. Donald Stewart to ferret 
out the security risks in Congress. 
Stewart reported back on Feb. 13,1973, 
that Capitol Hill was a sieve but that 
many of the leaks originated in the down­ 
town government agencies, including the 
Pentagon and the White House. 
On the Hill, he found classified docu­ 
ments stored in ordinary cabinets, tran­ 
smitted without the regulation double 
envelopes and scattered around offices 
for any visitor to see. 
The Secretary of Defense hasn’t given 
adequate 
instructions, 
Stewart 
suggested, "detailing what can be given 
or cannot be given to members of 
Congress or the procedures for transmit­ 
ting classified documents .’’ 
No central index was kept at the Pen­ 
tagon, he added, to show what classified 
information had been distributed to con­ 
gressional offices. As a result, the 
military brass had no idea what clas­ 
sified data was loose on the HUl. 
Stewart found that government agen­ 
cies often shower congressmen with 
classified information they don’t want. 
"Many situations arise," he reported, 
"where members of Congress desire to 
‘dump’ unwanted classified material on 
military liaison officers on Capitol Hill.” 
In a lengthy memo, Stewart cited a 
m im h o r nf la v 
s e c u rity oractices in 


Senate offices. But invariably, he found 
that leaks had their beginning in the 
State Department. Defense Department 
or White House. 


For example, he investigated a New 
York Times leak on July 23, 1971, about 
the arms limitations talks. He reported 
that the New York Times correspondent, 
William Beecher, had been referred by a 
State Department source to the office of 
Senator Henry Jackson, D-Wash. 


The FBI, joining in the probe, spoke to 
two of the senator’s employes. They ad­ 
mitted discussing the subject with 
Beecher but denied revealing the clas­ 
sified details. 


Observed Stewart: 
“Circumstantial 
evidence would tend to point the finger at 
Sen. Jackson, as we had learned that a 
State Department briefing was held in 
his office on subject matter with him 
prior to the publication." But there was 
no proof. 


Stewart also suspected that the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee had 
leaked information to reporters about 
U.S. bases in Spain. But before he could 
question the suspects, he was headed off 
by William M a comber, then an Assistant 
Secretary of State. 


According to Stewart’s memo, 
Macomber declared emphatically that 
then-Foreign Relations Chairman 
William Fulbright, D-Ark., "would not 
look favorably on such interviews." The 
investigation was halted in its tracks. 


Stewart also failed to establish that his 
leading subject, Sen. William Proxraire, 
D-Wis., leaked stories to the press about 
the spiraling coats of producing the Air 
Force C-5A transport plane. 


But Stewart learned that the informa­ 
tion came from some confidential charts 
that had been slipped to Proxmire by a 
person identified only as "hostile toward 
the Air Force." 


Of course, the government uses the 
classification system to censor em­ 
barrassing news, which officials don’t 
want the people to read. The government 
has the authority to classify embarrass­ 
ing facts, the ability to shut off channels 
of information and the power to in­ 
timidate sources who could tell the truth. 


All these are on the side of the govern­ 
ment, Often leaks are necessary to ex­ 
pose corruption and wrongdoing, waste 
and inefficiency, mismanagement and 
miscalculations.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Little did 
Sherlock Holmes realize when he arrived 
in Washington last week that he was 
about to confront one of the most baffling 
mysteries of his career.

It is the 
same as every other picture we’ve 
received, save one feature. Here, on this 
rock, do you see it Mr. Holmes?" 
"It appears to be a character of the 
alphabet." 
"Precisely, the letter *B’." 
"Quite remarkable." 
"Mr. Holmes,we have been studying 
the letter for nearly 24 hours. We’ve got­ 
ten opinions from MIT, from USC, even 
from CBS, but so far we have found 
nothing to explain it. Can you help us at 
all?" 
Holmes put his magnifying glass to the 
photograph. 
"Do you suspect foul play?" he was 
asked. 
"I think not,” Holmes answered wry­ 
ly. “ Were the Chinese capable of hurling 
a monogramed rock at a U.S. spaceship, 
they would undoubtedly select an initial 
of their own language." 
He paused to lifdit his pipe, “ No, 
gentlemen, what we have here is in its 
own way something far more sinister 
than the Communist mind can con­ 
ceive." 
Then Holmes turned to the door. 
“ Quickly," he said, “ we haven’t a mo­ 
ment to lose." And with the scientists in 
tow he raced from the building on a mad­ 
cap investigation of the capital not 
designed for settling pasta. His objec­ 
tive: "When you have eliminated 
everything else," he explained tersely, 
“ the solution must be what remains." 
He talked with officers at Brookings 
Institute, the Bureau of Printing, the 
Botanical Gardens, even Bethesda High 
School. His final stop was the Civil Ser­ 
vice Administration, which he said was 
suspect in this matter because of its 
historic propensity for expanding the 
symbol of the bureaucracy to ever new 
worlds. 
Hours later, Holmes ami the scientists 
returned to NASA where the famed 
detective requested a soundproof room 
and double security at the exits. He was 
asked if he needed a podium but he 
declined, saying he never drank during a 
case. At length he called fen* attention. 
"The letter," he announced gravely, 
"is not of this world." There was utter 
silence. 
"Keep in mind that the letter on the 
rock was not photographed until several 
days after the Viking landing. The rock 
had been photographed repeatedly dur­ 
ing the period, but the symbol was not 
there. I surmise it was placed, as a warn­ 
ing, when the camera was not looking." 
“ As a warning? What kind of war­ 
ning?” 
"Gentlemen, the letter B’ stands for: 
Betty for President." 
"Which means...?" 
“ Which means, my good fellow, that 
there is not only life on Mars, but in­ 
telligent life. The lady would be my 
choice as well.” 
"But that’s impossible." 


"Correct," Holmes said, slipping on 
his deerstalker cap, "she’s not even run­ 
ning. Nevertheless, the Martians seem 
insistent. And in view of this 1 would 
suggest that you not do anything to cause 
panic. It would be better if you told the 
public the letter is an optical illusion — 
at least until after November."
